Philadelphia. Ph.. June 12. Pastor
Russell of 'i'lje Itiool.lyn Tabernacle
preached here twice today to law nml
jittcntlvo nudlcncfs. Wo report Ids
discourse from the text, "I, the Lord
thy God inn u Jealous God, visiting t lie
Iniquities of the father upon the chil-
dren vmto the third mid fourth genera-tlo- n

of them thnt hate me; mid show-
ing mercy unto thousands of them that
love mo mid keep my cumiiiaiulmoutB"
(Deuteronomy v, !, 10). A report of
the dlscourxo follows:

No one of experience can question
the fact tli.it our text is corroborated
by nil our experiences, In life. How-
ever unjust some nitty claim It to be
that the children should Inherit the
weaknesses resulting from parental
dMIpntlons and violations of the

law, the fart remains that how-
ever ntliclsm may question the exist-
ence of a (iod or Infidelity doubt the
Inspiration of Ids Word, no one can
question the two fnefs of this text, (1),
that sin and Its penally can be Inherit-f- d

and (2 the fact thai (iod Is merci-
ful to Mich ns renounce sin and turn
to him and seek lo walk according to
his direction. However these bless-
ings upon evil doers and (heir children
and these blessings upon well doers
and their posterity may be termed
natural laws and laws of heredity, It
does not alter the fuel, liccntiso the Al-

mighty U the one who Hindu these
laws of heredity.

Under the delusion handed down to
us from the "dnrlt tigert" that God
had condemned to eternal torment all
the children of Adam hecauso of his
nln we nre all Inclined properlv
enough to feel rebellious against any
such matter and to assert thai from
tin standpoint of human reasoning
It would be etithely unjust to torture
the posterity of Adam eternally for
his transgression "original sin." But
ns we get (he eyes of our understand-
ing opened to see what Is the real
penalty for sin. (hut It Is death, ex-

tinction, and that our perfect parents,
fully Informed respecting the divine
will, wore culpable, worthy of death,
nnd when we learn further that what-
ever Is enjoyed by Adam's posterity
In the way of life, however disad-
vantageous the conditions, Is so
much of divine leniency and mercy
and comes so much short of being
the full penally, death, extinction
then we begin lo nee (lint life under
any conditions and disadvantages Is

still n boon, heller than extinction.
In Wrath Havo Morcy, Lord.

Recognizing (he wrath of God as
manifested In the death peunlly (not
In an eternity of loilutei we can see
that tl' Scriptures eery where de-

clare that the tvintli of God is resting
upon our race: that every member of
ll Is subject to this very penally which
vii me upon father Ad:im and has been
emMled upon all of his posterity.

Sowing and Reaping Visit-

ing Sins of Pavcnls Upon Their
Children Justice of the Divine
Arrangement Grace So Much

Some might Would not oven
that have been bet tor1 than the Divine
arrangement as see it operating
now, Hint the whole race should suf-
fer for one man's disobedience? Wo
answer. No! Not according to tho tes-
timony the Scriptures. The niblo
shows us that while this law of retri-
bution has such terrible-havo- c

t Adam and his race for now 0,000
years-wh- ile 20,000,000,000 been
born in sin nnd sorrow and pain nnd
after a few years of trouble have died
In sorrow nnd pain, nevertheless
Ood's tlmu ull'of these shall htivo
more favorable opportunities of knowT
Ing of God's true character and of at-

taining to n full character development
in his likeness during the Millennial

This mentis (hat probably more
will gain etcrnnl life and blessing un-

der tho divine nrrangenient as wo have
It than wo could reasonably expect
would have been saved had tho Lord
not provided this law of heredity and
condemnation nil, but on the con-
trary had permitted each to. born
In perfection and to stand Ids trial ns
between loyalty God with the re-

ward of eternal life or disobedience
punished with death. Hut we shall
see that It means much more than this.
Condemned One Redeemed by One,

A great economic law is connected
with the divine nrrnngement: The
condemnation of a race In one man's
loins because of his transgression
made possible the divine arrangement
that a Second Man should pay the
penalty for the first and redeem both
him and all who were In him at tho
time of his condemnation. This Is at
once n demonstration Divine Wis-
dom and Divine Justice. Suppose,
for Instance, the lay.- - lieredltj
had not prevailed, had not been In-

stituted by our Lord, but that each
Individual had come forth perfect and
had been peisonally placed on trial
and been personally condemned
death. Wouhl It not have required an
Individual savior for each one con-

demned under such an arrangement?
Surely It would. Hence, had one-ha- lf

of the race proven themselves sinners
nnd been personally condemned
would either have been necessary to
avoid redemption altogether or to re-

deem tho shiner half the race, by
giving a lire for a life a perfect be-

ing's sacrifice for or Instead each
luifK-rfoc- t life. Estimating the total
number of our race at 20,000,000,000.
Justice would have been obliged to
require 10,000.000.000 ,of perfect be-

ings to ottered as the ransom price
for the 10.000,000.000 of slnueis
Under the very best estimate Hint
we can possibly make, this would
have icqulrcd the death of all the
perfect ones the race as redeemers
for all the Imperfect members of the
race, mid what a havoc that would
have Implied with Just as many dy-

ing us under present conditions, name-
ly, one-hal- f as sinners and the oilier
half as redeemers, ransoms. Itesldes,
wo perceive that ll would not have
been Just on the part of the Almighty
In compel the righteous ones suf-

fer for (lie unrighteous as i heir re-

deemers, hence there would have been
no assurance even then that any but
a fraction of the sinner race would
have been redeemed, On the contrary,
how wise, conservii(le and econom-
ical was the Divine nrrangenient Hint
by one man's disobedience under tho
laws of heredity Hie many would bo
born shiners mid Nhnrers In his pen-

ally, death, and that then In due time
one Savior, one perfect one. Ihe "man
Christ Jesus," might ledcem Adam
mid, ledeemhig him, redeem all
Ids race Irmu the death sentence, the
curse, (he wialh of God, nnd as a

demption through Jesus, the call of
the Church and their sufferings with
their lledeomer nnd the promises of
future blessing nud glory both for the
Church and for the world are sub-
jects in which the angels of God aru
Interested. As the Apostle Peter says,
"Of which salvation the prophets have
enquired nnd searched diligently. . . .

Searching what or what manner of
time the Spirit of Christ which was In

them did signify, when It testified be-

forehand the sufferings of Christ, and
tho glory that should follow, . . .

Which tilings the angels desire to look
Into" (I Peter, I, ). They won-
dered when all tho sufferings of Jesus
and Hie Church would be completed
and when Hie glory time would come
and recovery from sin and death con-

ditions; when God's purpose would
thus ripen nnd hear fruit In tho recov-
ery of those who foil from his favor
In Adam's disobedience but were re-

deemed by the precious blood.
The great lesson of what constitutes

disobedience, nnd how serious a rIii It
Is, nnd what It would lead to If allowed
to take Its course, was Illustrated In

in nil's experiences; nnd nil the hosts of
angels looked on with nmnzement, no
doubt. God's Justice was fully dem-
onstrated In tho Infliction of the death
penalty nnd the permission of Its in-

roads upon tho mental, moral and
physical perfection of his creatures,
bringing many of the race down al-

most to brutality. God's Love was
manifested In the gift of Ills Sent In
tho nrrnngement of his plan
for tho joy set before him. Jesus might
become Adam's Redeemer, nnd the
nrldcgroom of the Elect Church and
ultimately the great King of Glory
who, during the Millennial Age. Is to
restore, revive and bless nnd test
Adnm and all his race.

Christ and the Church Crucially Tested
Wo cannot wonder If nil the holy an-

gels looked on In nmircmcnt as they
beheld tho Only Begotten Son of God
leave the "glory which he had before
the world was" and humble himself to
talto human nature to be born u man
that ho might redeem Adam nnd Ids
race. It must have seemed wonderful
to them not only that the Heavenly
Father would arrange such a plan but
wonderful also that the glorious "Only
Begotten," "Flral-Born,- " should be the
one to whom the proposition would bo
mado to show his faith nud love for
the Father, to do his will to tho ex-

tent of such a sacrifice, not only of
glory, but, eventually, of life. They
had yet to see n further operation of
the divine law of retribution oporntlng
In Jesus for his blessing and honor.
So Intent were they in looking at the
humiliation of the Only Begotten, mid
then nt his denth, that apparently they
did not so carefully note the fact that
tho Ueavenly Father had set before
him great Joys, great blessings, great
exaltation, when he should ilnlsh Ids
work.

Already the Only Begotten wns next
to tho Father In glory nnd dignity,
honor and power; what mor'o of dlvlno
lienor could bo bestowed upon even
the FIrst-Itor- n of every creature?
The Only Hegotton himself appears
not to have thought particularly of
the promised glory: The Joy set be-

fore him, however, seems to have
been that he would do the Father's
will and thus demonstrate his abso-
lute loyally even unto death. While,
no doubt. It was a Joy to tho Lord
to bo the Father's Agent In the rescue
of Adam and his race from sin mid
death, nevertheless we believe that
Ids chief Joy In connection with the
matter was that thus ho might demon-
strate to the Father his absolute lovo
by his submission mid obedience.
Our Lord's own words were, "Father,
glorify thou me with the jjlory which
1 dinil with thee before tho world
was" (John xvll, r). He knew of
the Father's proposed exaltation of
him as a rewnid, hut he did not men-
tion this; lie would merely ask of tho
Father that when ho had accom-
plished the Divine purpose lie might
have back the same honor and posi-
tion and divine fuyor which he had
laid aside when he humbled himself
lo becotuo Adam's redemption price,
Ihe world's Savior. Such modesty
and loyalty me dllllcult for us to
comprehend because of our fallen,
Imperfect conditions.

Uui the Apostle explains to us,
speaking under the power of Inspira-
tion, thul because of our Lord's obedi-
ence in leaving the glory and becom-
ing a man ami dying for our slus,
therefore "God hath highly exalted
him and given htm a name ahoo ev-

ery name, that at the iiauio of Jesus
every knee should bow, of things In

heaven and thliigH In earth" (Phlllppl-mi- s

II, ll, 10), Klsowheie In the Scrip-lure- s

we are assured that our Lord be-

came partaker of the Divine nature In
his resurrection; that thus he attained a
reward far above anything that could
have been thought, not only above an-

gels, but also far above his own prehu- -

iiiti condition. In thiiH rewarding tho
faithful the Lord Is carrying out tho
spirit of our tel he has been exem-
plifying what Is otherwise taught In

Ihe Scriptures "whatsoever mini sow-el- h

that shall he aim' reap" (Galatlans
vl, 7). Adam sowed dlHobeilleuco and ho
and his race have leaped a torrlbjo
harvest of degradation, suffering and
death. The Only ltegotteu sowed obe-

dience, as prophetically expressed of
him at thu time of his baptism, "I de-

light lo do thy will, o my God; thy law
Is written In my heart" (Psalm xl, 8).
Laying down his life in harmony with
the Divine program was Ids sowing
and the reaping at the resurrection
was glory, honor and Immortality, tho
dlvlno nature. How richly Jehovah
